Mrs. R. P. Scudder, age forty-six 
years, three months «Tnd twenty- 
seven days, died this morning at 
twenty minutes after two o’clock at 
her home at the corner of Jackson 
and Second streets of apoplexy. She 
was the wife of Councilman R. P. 
Scudder. 


The funeral services will be held 
at the residence Saturday afternoon 
at one o’clock and burial will take 
place in East Hill cemetery. 
The 
services will be conducted by the 
Rev, J. W. Turner, of Sandusky, for­ 
mer pastor of the St. Paul M. E. 
church, assisted by the present pas­ 
tor, the Rev. A. 1). Batchelor, and the 
district superintendent, the Rev. V. 
W. Tevis. 


About five o’clock Monday evening: 


M r s . Scudder suffered the stroke of 
apoplexy and never regained con­ 
sciousness. 
She opened her eyes a 
few times, but in them there was no 
sign of recognition of the friends and 
relatives who were gathered about 
her bedside. 


The stroke and subsequent death 
was very sudden and was a very 
great shock to Mrs. Scudder’s rela­ 
tives and friends. 
She was stricken 


a s she bent over a small gas stove in 
the wTash room preparing for the a r­ 
rival of her sister-in-law, Mrs. C. A. 
Kuhns, of Dayton, Ohio. 


Had not Mrs. Kuhn come when she 
did, it is probable that Mrs. Scudder 
would have been burned to death. 
She sank down over the stove just 
after Mrs. Kuhns came, 
and 
Mr. 
Scudder arrived a few moments later. 
Mrs. Kuhns had not been expected 
until an hour later. Physicians have 
l>een at her bedside ever since, but 
they never had hopes for her recov- 
eiy. 
The sudden demise of her mother 
was an especially deep shock to Miss 
Helen Scudder, wdio had not seen her 
mother for two wfeeks. 
She was 
called 
home 
from 
Crawfordsville, 
where she w a s visiting her aunt and 
uncle, Dr. and Mrs. J. C. McCormick, 
by a message of her mother’s critical 
illness. 
Mrs. Scudder was an active mem­ 
ber of. the St. Paul M. E. church, and 
was prominent in the activity of the 


L a d i e s ’ Aid Society of the church. 
She counted her friends all those 
with whom she was acquainted. The 
messages of condolence and sympa­ 
thy received by the family are tokens 
of the esteem in which she was held 
by a wfide circle.

Virgil'B. Bodine, 87 years old, the 
pioneer shoe merchant of this city, 
died last night at seven o’clock at his 
home in \\ est Second street, after a 
long illness. 
Mr. Bodine had been in 
ill health for some time 
and death 
was due to senility 
and 
urenmic 
poisoning. 
For the past 
few 
days 
he had suffered greatlv. 
Mr. Bodine had been a resident of 
this city since 1855 when he located 
here and engaged in the shoe 
b u s i ­ 
ness. He came here from Gincinnati. 
He was a native of Ohio, being horn 
in Hamilton county, 
November 14, 
1826. 
He received a common school 
education and in 
1837 
moved 
to 
Dearborn county, Indiana with 
his 
parents. 
He remained there 
until 
1843 when he went to Gincinnati and 
engaged in the manufacture of boots 
and shoes. 
On coming here Mr. Bodine opened 
a store, which 
business 
has 
been 
carried on successfully ever since. 
The location of the store has remain­ 
ed unchanged since 1873. 
Mr. Bo­ 
dine retired 
from 
active 
business 
several years ago and the store has 
since been conducted by his son, V. 
G. Bodine. 
In 1843 Mr. Bodine wa s married to 
Miss Dorcas Pool of Gincinnati. Mrs. 
Bodine has been dead several years 
and he had made his home with his 
daughter, Mrs. 1’. B. Stearns. 
Five 
children were horn to Mr. and Mrs. 
Bodine, three of whom 
are 
living. 
They are, Mrs. Stearns. V. G. Bo­ 
dine and Mis^ Ella Bodine. 
Mr. Bodine took an active interest 
in the First Presbyterian 
church of 
this city. 
He had been an elder of 
this church continuously since 1868 
and was one of the most influential 
and devoted members. 
His forty-six 
years connection with this 
church 
made bun an authority there and he 
was the oldest member of the official 
board. 
He was also a 
member of 
the Odd Fellows lodge. 
The funeral services will he con­ 
ducted at the late residence Satur­ 
day afternoon at two-thirty o’clock 
by the Rev. J. B. Meacham.

Play ing for checks good in trade “on 
the hou se’” will not be permitted. 
If these orders are enforced a large 
nu m ber of cigar stores may hav e to 
go ou t of bu siness becau se card games 
form their princij>al sou rce of income. 
The orders came as a resu lt of the 
option election Monday , when Mu ncie 
v oted “dry .” 
M ay or Bu nch and the 
adm inistration faction of the Demo­ 
cratic party were “wet” and worked 
hard to retain the saloons. 
“People seem to w ant the laws lit­ 
erally enforced and we’re going to see 
that they get what they want,’’ said 
May or Bu nch.

y ears. 
H erring was paroled recently 
by Gov ernor Ralston from the state 
prison at Michigan City , where he was 
sent for an attack on a fifteen-y ear-old 
white girl two y ears ago. 
Herring followed Mrs. Bass home 
and tried to enter her home, it is said.

W orking W om en’s Status in Indiana 
Is Being Investigated. 
Indianapolis, March 12.—The force 
of depu ties from the bu reau of statis­ 
tics at Washington, wiiich is now as­ 
sisting the Indiana commission 
on 
working women in inv estigating the 
hou rs and conditions of labor of wom­ 
en in this state, will be au gmented 
within a short time by a nu m ber of 
representativ es of the pu blic health 
commission of the United States, wrho 
will make a stu dy of the sanitary con 
ditions of Indiana factories and bu si­ 
ness 
hou ses where women are em­ 
ploy ed. 
The depu ties hav e been condu cting 
their inv estigations ov er the state for 
the last two months. 
Their w'ork has 
consisted mostly in learning the story 
of the woman employ es. 
This infor­ 
mation will he considered by the com­ 
mission in connection with the sched­ 
u les prepared by the commission and 
sent to the employ ers of female labor 
to be filled ou t. 
The schedu les are designed to de­ 
v elop comprehensiv e information re­ 
garding the working hou rs and condi­ 
tions of women. 
They were sent ou t 
abou t the first of the y ear, and the re­ 
sponse has been ready , indicating, the 
commission say s, a spirit of co-opera­ 
tion among the employ ers. 
Beginning May 1 a series of ten 
hearings will be held throu ghou t the 
state, at which both employ es and em­ 
ploy ers 
wrill 
be 
inv ited 
to 
testify . 
These hearings will be held at Ham­ 
mond, Sou th Bend, Fort Way ne, Peru , 
Lafay ette, 
Richmond, 
New 
Albany , 
Ev ansv ille Indianapolis 
and 
Terre 
Hau te. At the conclu sion of its inv es­ 
tigation the commission will make a 
report to the gov ernor, su bmitting rec­ 
ommendations that will be incorporat­ 
ed in a bill and introdu ced in the leg­ 
islatu re to regu late the conditions of 
labor of women.

coat raet. 


It was stated at the general offices 
of the I. & C. here that a history of 
the developments in the controversy 
between the trainmen and the inter- 
urbans of Indiana was necessary to 
explain the situation.

Winner Must Win Five Games on 


Saturday and Two Friday— 


Crawfordsville also Feared

The city o f Bloomington represent 
a huh today. There are seventy seven 
basket 
ball 
team s 
traveling 
to 
Bloom ington 
from 
seventy-six

different routes. The players o f these 
team s and their backers are full ot 
hope o f victory tomorrow and S a t­ 
urday but seventy-six o f the team s 
will he disappointed, for they will he 
defeated. Very possibly am ong these 
team s will he two or three that can 
play better basketball than the team 
that wins the tournament. 
There is a reason for this that can 
easily be seen. The team that wins 
the tournament must win five games 
on Saturday. It must win two on 
Friday. It must he made up o f men 
o f endurance and strength. We will 
suppose that such a team in this 
tournament is inferior to sm aller but 
cleverer team. 
Both each win the 
prelim inary gam es. 
They get 
into 
Saturday’s play. The sm aller 
but 
better team is worn out by the rapid 
# succession o f gam es and when 
it 
m eets this team o f stalw arts who de­ 
pend on height and strength rathei 
than floor work, passing and basket- 
shooting the clever team loses. 
So in picking the winner o f this 
greatest o f Indiana’s athletic, events 
we must look to the huskys. Possibly 
som e village where the players have 
practiced in the open or the ham . 
where eornbread and milk make up 
the menu and the sleeping hours arc 
from 8 to 5, will cop the prize. W in­ 
gate, little heard o f until they won 
the tournam ent last year, supplies a 
team that is trained under su ch con­ 
ditions and for that reason W ingate 
is feared this year, though they have 
been beaten in individual contests 
on neutral floors by several o f to­ 
m orrow’s 
contestants. 
W ingate’s 
team is strong. They are good play­ 
ers. 


This must not he understood as an 
attem pt to discredit the winner. Far 
from it. The winner will furnish a 
rem arkable exhibit o f strength and 
gam eness and tlie city that produces 
it m ay be proud. 
From this angle it appears that 
all the strongest team s, with two ex ­ 
ceptions, have been fortunate in the 
drawing. 
Ignoring 
the 
proverbial 
dark horse, the aggregations 
that 
supply the dope are W ingate, ('raw- 
fordsville, Kokomo, Marion, Bloom­ 
ington, Thornton, L afayette, Leban­ 
on, R ochester, Culver, 
Short ridge 
and Anderson. All but two o f these 
team s have picked apparently easy 
opponents, though D ecatur m ay su r­ 
prise R ochester. The unlucky ones 
are Marion and 
Anderson, 
which 
play each other at 8 o ’clock tom or­ 
row. Som e o f these other 
strong 
team s may he elim inated tomorrow 
in the first round, hut the dope is for 
them. 
A s state champion, 
W ingate 
is 
feared. They are farm er boys. Stone- 
breaker, the captain, is a powerful 
man o f mighty build. Following the 
toss-u p he runs to the basket and 
hovers there while his 
team m ates 
struggle to p a ss the ball to him. 
They can do this, for their gam e is 
to make p asses the full length o f the 
floor to the big man, and no team 
can prevent a pass o f that sort. Few 
team s h a w a man who can catch 
such a p a s s , but W ingate has such 
a man in Stonebreaker, and 
they 
work the stunt for all its 
worth. 
Stonebreaker is picked for all-state 
center before the tournament. 
W ingate has 
defeated 
probably 
tw enty team s. We know o f at least 
five gam es W ingate has lost. It lost 
to Bloom ington by two points, to 
Anderson by four points, to Thorn­ 
ton by one point and to Lebanon by 


three points. It also lost to Anderson 
Anderson won by a good margin, but 
this unlucky team has drawn Marion 
for the preliminary, and in this hitter 
battle the winner will bo severely 
tested and will com e out victorious at 
heavy cost. 
Ranking the team s in strength a s 
above recorded, with 
the 
possible 
exception o f W ingate, the fact re­ 
mains that C raw fordsville has the 
angora o f most o f the state team s. 
Crawfordsville, like W abash College 
seems to 
breed 
good 
basketball. 
There are alw ays good teams there. 
The men are alw ays big and strong. 
It is sufficient to say that year after 
year the Crawfordsville high school 
has 
furnished 
W abash 
with 
its 
basketball stars. “ If we can win from 
C raw fordsville,’’ report several m an­ 
agers, “we can take the tournam ent.” 
Kokomo m ay he watched to ad­ 
vantage, for though there has been 
a shake-up 111 that team in which 
four o f the old men lost out because 
o f frats, the new team is said to be 
better than the other. Kokomo can ­ 
not explain this, but the fact remains 
that whereas the form er team lost 
to Anderson by a heavy score, the 
new team won from Anderson by a 
much larger score.

SENATE IS TAKING UP 


CAPTAIN POTTS' CASE 


notion of Naval Plucking Board 


In Question, 


Washington, March 12.—Before the 


senate committee on naval affairs, 
Captain Templia Potts of the navy, 
who was retired recently by the pluck- 
ing board, was given a hearing in sup- 
port of a bill which was introduced 
by Senator Chilton of West Virginia, 
providing for Captain Potts's appoint- 
ment as a rear admiral. Captain Potts 
was ranking captain a year ago when 
he passed an examination for promo- 
tion but before he was advanced the 
plucking board ordered him on the 
retired list. 


In addition to Captain Potts, there 


were a number of representatives of 
the navy department and the service 
present, who gave testimony. 
Rear 


Admiral Blue, chief of the bureau of 
navigation, speaking for the depart- 
ment, told the committee that the ex- 
amining board which passed Captain 
Potts for promotion either ignored or 
disregarded instructions as to the re- 
quirements for sea service. 


Rear Admiral Blue made a defense 


of the plucking board. 
He declared 


that it was justified as an instrument 
of the navy department which was 
trying to reform the service by re- 
quiring that promotion should not be 
made for political or social reasons but 
in consideration of qualifications and 
with special reference to the service. 
He closed with the suggestion that 
the passage of the Chilton bill would 
set a bad precedent.

Jltermalh ol Muntie's Recent 


Option Election. 


Muncie, Ind., March 12.—The begin- 


ning of a. blue law regime has been 
begun in Muncie, it is believed, on 
order of Mayor Rollin H. Bunch and 
the board of police commissioners, 
who in specific instructions to the po- 
lice, demanded that all known viola; 
tions of laws be met with immediate 
arrests, and that officers are to recog- 
nize neither friend or foe in carrying 
out the order. 
Especial attention is 


directed to the -saloons, drug stores, 
"blind tigers" and cigar stores. Any 
violation of the liquor laws, however 
technical, is to mean an arrest, if it is 
discovered. All card games-and punch 
boards in cigar stores, as well as 
other games of chance, must cease. 
Playing for checks good in trade "on 
the house'" will not be permitted. 


If these orders are enforced a large 


number of- cigar stores may have to 
go out of business because card games 
form their principal source of income. 


The orders came as a result of the 


option election Monday, when Muncie 
voted "dry." Jllyor Bunch and the 
administration faction, of the Demo- 
cratic party were "wet" and worked 
hard to retain the saloons. 


"People seem to want the laws lit- 


erally enforced and we're going to see 
that they get what they want," said 
Mayor Bunch.

Wounded Negro Dies at Door of Head- 


quarters. 


Brazil, Ind., March 12.—Frank Her- 


ring, colored, aged forty-five, was fa- 
tally shot by Fred Bass, also colored, 
when Herring was attempting to get 
Into Bass's house. Enmity had exist- 
ed between the two men for several 
year's. Herring was paroled recently 
by Governor Ralston from the state 
prison at Michigan. City, where he was 
sent for an attack on a fifteen-year-old 
white girl two years ago. 


Herring followed Mrs. Bass home 


and tried to enter her home, it is said. 
Mrs. Bass sent her little daughter for 
her husband, and he arrived at the 
house when Herring was trying to en- 
ter by the front ooor. Bass shot him 
twice with a revolver, and then, point- 
ing the weapon at Herring, ordered 
him to raise his hands and walk to 
police headquarters, a block distant. 
As Herring reached the headquarters 
he fell, and was caught by Chief of 
Police Jackson. He died in the police- 
man's arms.

what you wish with my body. I have I 
no desire to cause any of my relatives 
any trouble or expense.

I am very drunk while writ- 
ing." 


This note, signed "H. C. Clark,

Yonker. He had shot himself.

DEVICES 


New Bureau Created to Push Good 


Work Along. 


Washington, March 12.—A bill cre- 


ating a bureau of labor safety in the 
labor department was passed by the 
house by a unanimous vote. The head 
of the new bureau will be known as 
the commissioner of labor safety. His 
will be a presidential appointment and 
the salary was fixed at $5,000. The 
bill carries a provision for the institu- 
tion of a museum of labor safety de- 
vices, so that opportunity for the study 
of modern methods of preventing in- 
dustrial disasters may be ready at 
hand at all times.

Working Women's Status in Indiana 


Is Being Investigated. 


Indianapolis, March 12.—The force 


of deputies from the bureau of statis- 
tics at Washington, which is now as- 
sisting tlie Indiana commission on 
working women in investigating the 
hours and conditions of labor of wom- 
en in this state, will be augmented 
within a short time by a number of 
representatives of the public health 
commission of the United States, who 
will make a study of the sanitary con 
ditions of Indiana factories and busi- 
ness 
houses where women are em- 


ployed. 


The deputies have been conducting 


their investigations over the state for 
the last two months. Their work has 
consisted mostly in learning the story 
of the woman employes. 
This infor- 


mation will be considered by the com- 
mission in connection with the sched- 
ules prepared by the commission and 
eent to the employers of female labor 
to be filled out. 


The schedules are designed to de- 


velop comprehensive information re- 
garding the working hours and condi- 
tions of women. They were sent out 
about the first of the year, and the re- 
sponse has been ready, indicating, the 
commission says, a spirit of co-opera- 
tion among the employers. 


Beginning May 1 a series of ten 


hearings will be held throughout the 
state, at which both employes and em- 
ployers will be invited to testify. 
These hearings will be held at Ham- 
mond, South Bend, Fort Wayne. Peru, 
Lafayette, Richmond, New Albany, 
Evansville Indianapolis 
and Terre 


Haute. At the conclusion-of its inves- 
tigation the commission will make a 
report to the governor, submitting rec- 
ommendations that will be incorporat- 
ed in a bill and introduced in the leg- 
islature to regulate the conditions ot 
labor of women.
